ANNUAL REPORT 
1980-81 


Preamble 


The Sangeet Natak Akademi is observing 1981 as its Silver Jubi- 
lee Year, Over the years, the Akademi has tried to serve the cause 
of the Performing Arts through a variety of programmes and acti- 
vities which have been reported from time to time in its Annual 
Reports. Of late, particularly with the beginning of the tenure of the 
present Chairman, the Akademi, witha view to bein line with 
the changes taking place all over the country, has modified its policy 
and is now carrying out its programmes under the following heads: 
(1) Scientific documentation of all forms of music, dance and the- 
atre particularly the forms and genres which are fading out due to 
the rapid socio-economic developments. (2) Identification of and 
sustaining talent in the sphere of music, dance and drama through a 
programme of scholarships, fellowships and grants at urban as well 
as tribal and rural levels, Through the scheme of preservation and 
promotion of rare forms, the Akademi has been able to sustain many 
old forms of music and dance ranging from Kudiyattam, Mudiyettu, 
Been, Panchamukh Vadya, older forms of Dhrupad and so on, 
(3) The identification of forms of music, dance and the theatre arts 
which have been an inspiring and aesthetically sustaining force in 
Indian Society. The Akademi, with the help of regional 
Akademis has organised a chain of festivals all over the 
country. (4) Inthe fields of Puppetry and Theatre, activities like 
Festivals of Puppetry and award of Fellowships to young theatre 
workers has been instituted with a view to ensure that innovation 
and creativity is recognised, fostered and encouraged in all its mani- 
fold diversity of approaches, and individual attitudes at all levels of 
Society. 
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The Akademi organised a Contemporary Theatre Festival in 
Delhi in April, 1980 comprising (i) ‘*Madhyama Vyayoga”’ (Sanskrit) 
by Thiruvarang (Trivandrum), based on the traditional Kudiyattam 
and Kathakali styles prevalent in Kerala and (ii) Laigee Machasigna 
(Manipuri) by Kalakshetra (Imphal), based on the tribal songs and 
dances of Manipur State. 


Under the scheme of ‘Development of Tribal Culture’ two festi- 
vals namely Festival of Tribal Arts of Dangis at Ahwa (Gujarat) 
and Festival of Tribal Arts of Manipur at Awangkhul are proposed 
to be held in April and May 1981. 


Under the scheme of ‘Preservation and Promotion of Puppetry’ 
the Akademi organised training programmes in (1) String Puppets 
of Orissa, (2) Rod Puppets of West Bengal, and (3) Shadow Theatre 
of Karnataka and Kerala. 


Besides, with a view to encouraging exchange of ideas and 
stimulating public interest in Contemporary Puppet Theatre th: 
Akademi held a 5-day Festival of Contemporary Puppet Theatre in 
January 1981 when the following Puppet Theatre Groups presented 
their productions: Darpana Academy (Ahmedabad), Community 
Puppet Theatre (Udaipur), Youth Puppet Theatre (Calcutta), Bhara- 
tiya Lok Kala Mandal (Udaipur), Mahipat Kavi and Party 
(Ahmedabad), Little Puppet Theatre (Calcutta) and Sutradhar 
Puppet Theatre and Nataranjan Puppet Theatre, New Delhi. 


Under the scheme of music festivals, which was transferred to 
the Akademi in February/March 1980, along with a budget provision 
amounting to Rs. ] lakh, a grant of Rs. 20,000 each was given to the 
following five Stare Akademis/institutions for organising/conducting 
these festivals: (i) Avrala Sangeeta Nataka Akademi, Trichur for organi- 
sing festival of tribal, folk and rare traditional performing arts at 
Todupuza in March 1981, (ii) Himachal Kala Sanskriti Bhasa Akademi, 
Simla for organising folk, tribal festivals in March 1981 at Simla, (iii) 
Sur Singar Samsad, Bombay for holding Kal-ke-Kalakar festival in 
December 1980 at Bombay by young and less-known performing arti- 
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stes, (iv) SPIC MACAY, Delhi for organising music festivals at Delhi 
in January/February 1981 including performances by young and 
promising artistes and (v) Inslilute of Kannada Studies, Mysore for put- 
ting up a festival of tribal/folk and traditional performing arts at 
Srirangapatna on 28-29 March 1981. This last festival was docu- 
mented by the Sangeet Natak Akademi Documentation unit in the 
form of tape-recordings, B/W photographs and colour slides. At this 
festival the following forms of performing arts were presented: Neel- 
angara (Folk song)/Devara Saliga Mela of Dholu Kunita, Srikrishna- 
parijata, Garavara Kunita, Kinnarijogi Mela, Simha Dance, Datti 
Kunita, Palkulu Dance, Kolata Dance, Aasadi Mela, Pata Kunita, 
Besu Kandale, Devaru Kaly Mela, Pusavantara Kunita, Huttari 
Kunita, Jade Kunita, Veeragase, Antika Pantike and Somana 
Kunita, 


The Akademi organised a cultural programme based on Rama- 
yana organised by the Sahitya Akademi, New Delhi, from 8 to 10 
January 1981 when the following performances were presented: 
‘Ramleela’ by Shriram Bharatiya Kala Kendra, ‘Purulia Chhau’ (of 
West Bengal), ‘Tholpava-Koothu’ (the traditional shadow theatre of 
Kerala) and ‘Ramayana’, a dance-drama by Ranga-Sri Little 
Ballet Troupe, Gwalior. 


The Akademi organised a three day workshop of Greek and 
Indian Folk Music in Delhi from 25 to 27 March 198}, Musicians 
and singers from both countries demonstrated their art and studied 
each others’ instruments, methods of voice-production, training and 
other details in an informal atmosphere, On behalf of the Sangeet 
Natak Akademi 22 folk musical instruments of India were gifted to 
the Greek Musicians anda few more are in the process of being pro- 
cured for presenting as gifts to the Cretan Museum of Greece, 


With a view to supporting and sustaining the creative processes 
and energies of the young theatre workers towards building a nation- 
wide theatre movement, indigenousin character and firmly rooted 
in the Indian soil both in inspiration and outlook, the Akademi gave 
Fellowships of the value of Rs. 500 to 7 competent, experienced and 
talented theatre workers, directors and playwrights. 
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The Akademi implements a project of ‘Inter-State Exchange of 
theatre experts’ which aims at enabling theatre workers of one langu- 
age region to visit other Janguage areas for the purpose of acquaint. 
ing themselves with the theatrical activities of their counterparts so 
that exchange of ideas and cultural integration is promoted. During 
the year under report three groups of experts were given financial 
assistance to visit other language areas. 


The Akademi continued to give financial assistance to selected 
institutions and State Akademi working in the fields of music, dance 
and drama ancl released a sum of Rs. 6,14,000/- under Non-Plan and 
Rs. 2,43,676.25 under Plan Schemes during the year, 


Under the scheme entitled ‘Inter-State Exchange of Cultural 
Troupes’ which was transferred to the Akademi recently by the Minis- 
try of Education and Culture, twoupes from 16 states visited 19 states 
under this scheme. On these visitsa sum of Rs. 6,60,C00 approxi- 
mately was spent out of which Rs. 5,06,900 was released last year 
end the balance is being released during the current financial year. 


Under its programme of assisting journals and periodicals in the 
fields of the performing arts, the Akademi during the year 1980-81, 
sanctioned publication grant amounting to Rs. 80,000 approximately. 
On its own also the Akademi has brought out 3. publications namely: 
(i) Kariala-Folk Theatre of Himachal Pradesh by S.S.S. Thakur, (ii) 
Malushahi Ballad of Kumaon by Mohan Upreti and (iii) Rasleela 
Tatha Rasnukaran Vikas by Dr. Basant Yamdagni. 


The following publications have been cleared for,publication and 
are in the Press: i) Who’s Who of Indian Musicians-2nd Edition, (ii) 
Pushti Sangeet Prakash by B.P. Bhatt, (iii) Evolution of Khyal by 
Prof. M.V. Dhond, (iv) Muthuswami Dikshit Sangrah and (vy) 
Himachal Ke Lok Geet by Keshav Anand. 


During the year 1980-8] the Akademi organised a Dhrupad Mela 
at Brindaban, a Bhakti Sangeet Festival at Somnath, and as stated 
before, a festival of Contemporary Puppets and the Ramayana Festival 
in Delhi for the Sahiyta Akademi. The Documentation Unit of the 
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Sangeet Natak Akademi covered all these programmes through sound 
recordings, B & W photographs and colour slides. Where and to the 
extent possible these festivals were also filmed. 


The Akademi documented a number of other festivals also, inclu- 
ding performances of ceriain foreign troupes like the National Dance 
Group of Cuba, Azerbaijan Puppet Theatre, and the State Folk Song & 
Dance Company of Sofia, (Bulgaria). ‘The workshop on Folk Music 
organised by the Akademi in which Greek and Indian musicians parti- 
cipated, was also documented. Some of the other programmes docu- 
mented include Bharatanatyam demonstrations by Shri'T.P. Kuppiah 
Pillai, Smt. Leela Ramanathan, Smt. Usha Narayanan and Smt. 
Kalanidhi Narayanan; Thyagesha Kuravanji by Smt. P.R. Thilangam; 
Mohiniattam dance-demonstration by Smt, Bharati Shivaji; Kuchipudi- 
style temple-dance by Smt. Usha Datar, besides a performance by 
Dr.(Smt.) Sumati Mutatkar, Fellow of the Akademi, A number of 
outstanding performing arlisis wer also recorded for Akademi’s 


Archives. 


The Akademi, with the advice and suggestions of Rare Forms 
Committee has identified the following formsas rare & languishing: 
Kudiyattam, Ravanchhaya, Dhrupad, Chamadyacha Bahulye, Kalasutri 
Bahulye, Ranmaley and Aribapala. These forms are given sustenance 
through student training programmes and performance grants. 


As in the past year, the Akademi organised a Dhrupad Mela 
in Brindaban under the direction of Dr. Prem Lata Sharma. 


For its Archives the Akademi has imported an Eclair 16 mm movie 
camera and colour video cassette recorder (Sony 3/4") with cameras 
to go with these recorders besides an editing and mixing unit. The 
video equipment is being put up to use shortly, For all these important 
and sophisticated electronic equipment, the Akademi has spent 
Rs. 13,55,577/- which includes a custom duty of Rs. 8,22,971/-. 


During the year under report the Akademi added to its Archival 
collection through its dacumentation work 248 hours of music, 2276 
black & white photographs, 1000 clour slides and 15050.fc. of 16mm 
colour films of the various performing arts. 
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The Disc Library and Books and Periodicals section of the 
Akademi continued to grow during the year. During this period 395 
Discs of Indian and World music were added to the Library. This 
includes 128 discs received from various Foreign Embassies, Unesco and 
Cultural and Music Organisations of other countries. 


For its Museum the Akademi acquired 44 pieces of rare and tradi- 
ditional shadow Puppets of Andhra Style and gifted 23 Folk musical 
instruments to the Greek Musicians Delegation who participated in ts 
Workshop of Greek & Indian Folk Music.

Organisational Set-up 


The Sangeet Natak Akademi is a national institution set up by 
the Government of India in 1953 for the promotion of peforming 
arts, It is registered under the Societies Registration, Act 1860 and 
functions as an autonomous organisation. 


The management of the Akademi is vested in the General 
Council, The general superintendence, direction and control of the 
affairs of the Akademi vest in the Executive Board which is in 
fact the governing body of the Akademi. The Chairman 
of the Akademi is the administrative head of the Akademi, 
Its principal executive officer is the Secretary, who is assisted 
by four Assistant Secretaries, one Special Officer (Documenta- 
tion) anda Finance and Accounts Officer besides other officers 
and staff. The Finance Committee of which the Financial Ad- 
viser in the Ministry of Education and Culture is the ex-officio Chair- 
man, assists the Executive Board in financial matters. The Akademi 
runs and fully finances with funds given by the Govt., two institu- 
tions, Jawaharlal Nehru Manipur Dance Academy, Imphal and 
Kathak Kendra, New Delhi. 
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The objectives of the Akademi, the powers and functions of the 
General Council, the Executive Board and the Finance Ccmmittee 
are set out in the Memorandum of Association, The Akademi acts 
at the national level for the promotion and fostering of the perform- 
ing arts, classical, traditional and contemporary in all their richess 
and variety, in the maintenance of standards of training, in giving 
recognition to outstanding artists and for reviving, preserving and 
documenting such forms of music, dance and drama as are in danger 
of extinction.

Investiture 


The presentation of the Akademi Awards for 1980 took place on 
February 11, 198] at a special ceremony presided over by Smt. Kama- 
ladevi Chattopadhyay, Chairman, Sangect Natak Akademi. ‘The 
Chairman conferred one Fellowship and gave away awards to {7 dis- 
tinguished artists in the fields of music, dance and drama, named 
above, 


Award Ceremony & Festival 


The Sangeet Natak Akademi confers Awards to outstanding 
artistes in the field of performing arts every year. During the 
Awards giving ceremony Fellowships, the highest honour of the Aka- 
demi, are also conferred on eminent persons in the field of performing 
arts. As per the constitution of the Akademi at any time there should 
not be more than 30 Fellows, Earlier the Akademi was giving four- 
teen awards annually. Form this year, as per decision of its General 
Council, the Akademi gave 17 awards out of which, as mentioned 
above, three were specifically for folk music, folk dance and puppet 
theatre, This pattern is proposed to be followed in future also, 


To coincide with the Award Ceremony, a 7-day festival of music, 
dance and drama featuring some of the awardees was organised on 
this occasion as per normal practice. This year for the first time 
‘tribal dance’ was also given is due recognition not only by featuring 
it in the Festival but by giving an Award to Sheikh Gulab for cho- 
reography (Tribal dance),

Festivals, Programmes and Exhibitions 


During the year under report the following activities were carried 
“out under both Plan and Non-Plan Budget heads : 
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1. Development of Tribal Culture 





The main objective of the Scheme is to document various for 
of tribal music and dance especially those which are threatened with 
extinction owing to rapid social changes. This documented material 
such as films, photographs, sound recordings etc. which is preserved 
in the Archives of the Akademi provide rich source of materials for 
study, The Akademi holds and documents festivals in selected tribal 
areas where performances are presented together with other arts and 
erafts of the tribals, During the year under report the following two 
festivals were planned to the held in March, 1981, but had to be 
postponed to the next financial year : 


(i) Festival of Tribal Arts of Dangis at Ahwa (Gujarat); 
(ii) Festival of Tribal Arts of Manipur at Awangkhul, 


Il (A) Preservation and Promotion af Puppetry 


In the field of performing arts, the Puppet Theatre did not 
hither to receive the recognition it deserves. Relegated to remote 
rural areas, many forms of traditional puppet theatre are now under 
imminent threat of extinction. Therefore, to conserve some of the 
dying forms of puppetry the Akademi under this Scheme organised 
training programmes in the following forms during the year under 
report : 


(i) String Puppets of Orissa; 
(ii) Rod Puppets of West Bengal; 


(iii) Shadow Theatre of Karnataka and Kerala, 


(B) The Contemporary Puppet Theatre which has recently deve- 
loped as an off shoot of modern theatre movement is concentrated 
mainly in cities like Calcutta, Ahmedabad, Udaipur and Delhi. Due 
to various reasons exponents of contemporary puppetry have been 
practising their art somewhat in isolation. In order to provide an

Ill Organisation of Music Festivals 


Under the scheme of music festivals, the Akademi sponsored five 
festivals at different places in cooperation with State Akademis and 
certain cultural institutions. The scheme which initially was formu- 
lated by the Ministry of Education and Culture in consultation with 
the Ministry of Finance and Planning Commission, was transferred 
to the Sangeet Natak Akademi in February/March 1980 for imple- 
mentation. The scheme aims at organising music festivals dealing 
with folk/tribal and other rare forms of art and culture which need 
to be preserved and disseminated with a view to exposing people io 
the rich cultural heritage of the Jand as expressed through these 
forms. ‘The intention is to enable people to see these performances 
either altogether free or by paying a very nominal entrance fee. A 
budget provision amounting to Rs. | lakh was_ provided for this pur- 
pose during 1980-81. 


A grant of Rs. 20,000 each was given to the following five State 
Akademis/institutions for organising/conducting these festivals They 
were selected after careful examination of their proposals :

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Assistance to Young Theatre Workers 


The objective of the scheme is to support and sustain the 
creative process and energies of young enterprising theatre workers 
and build up a nationwide theatre movement, indigeneous in 
character and firmly rooted in the Indian soil both in inspiration 
and outlook. 


During the year under report the following activities were 
undertaken : 


a) Inter-State Exchange af Theatre Experts 


Under the project, financial assistance is given to selected 
persons in the field of theatre of one language region to enable them to 
visit other language areas for the purpose of acquainting them- 
selves with the theatrical activities of their counterparts. This is 
aimed at promoting exchange of ideas and cultural integation. 
During the year under report, flnancial assistance was given for this

To provide an opportunity for Delhi audiences to see productions 
ofa high standard from States far from the Centre, and to acquaint 
theatre-workers in the Capital with work being done in regional

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2-day Festival at the Shri Ram Centre, New Delhi on April | and 
2, 1980;

“s Under this scheme Fellowships are offered to outstanding artistes 
inthe performing arts for advanced training in their respective 
fields under eminent gurus/institutions to acquire very high degree 
of proficiency, The value of fellowship is Rs. 500/- per month. The 
Guru also gets an equal amount, In addition each fellow is allowed 
a maximum amount of Rs. 1,000/- per year for meeting contingencies 
and for purchase of equipment etc, During the year under report

Research in Science of Music 
‘ 

While the preservation and presentation of traditional arts is 
extremely important, the Akademi is also aware of the influence 
of modern technology and science on music, With a view to studying 
this very important aspect, the Akademi, as part of its five year plan, 
has been doing active work in this direction, Research grants for 
the study of Psycho-Physiological effects of music, neurological res- 
ponses to music, the study of Voice Culture and so on have been 
given. Also, the Akademi instituted one Fellowship in each of the 
following fields and suitable Fellows have been selected and placed 
with competent guides to conduct researches in those fields which 
mainly cover designing of electronic instruments for the accurate 
measurements of musica] intervals, breathing movements and related 
problems of singers and the pitch acquity of Indian musicians : 


Physics of Music—Shri K. V. Desa of Pune for Development of 
Electronic Pitch Meter Instruments for Indian music. 


Physiology of Music—Kum, G. V. Rohini of Bangalore to study 
Pulmonary Function Tests in Indian Classical musicians. 


Psychology of Music—Smt. Hema Shrikant Shirwadkar of Pune 
to study Pitch Acquity in Indian musicians, 


The Fellowship carries Rs, 500/- p.m. for two years and 
Rs. 1,000/- per annum for contingency expenditure.

This is a continuing programme under the Plan Scheme. 


Preservation and Promotion of Rare Forms of Traditional Performing 
Arts , 


The objective of the scheme is to sustain and support selected art 
forms considered rare and truly traditional which for want of 
support and resources are on the verge of extinction, by providing 
some financial assistance for training and regular performances in 
the areas where these forms are still being practised. 


At present training is being provided in Kudiyattam, Rayan- 
chhaya and Dhrupad. There are in all 14 students and 7 gurus at 
present. According to the recommendations of the Committee on 
Rare Forms, four more students were to be trained during the year— 
two in Bhavnagar tradition of Dhrupad singing and two in Bin 


playing. 


The following more forms have been recommended for inclusion 
in the scheme by the Committee on Rare Forms, at its meeting held 


on 7 June 1980: 


i) Terukoothu (Cheyya Taluk); it) Manuneeti Chola Maharaja 
natakam (Tanjore) ; (iii) Panchamukha Vadya of Tamil Nadu ;

As part of the programme to sustain ‘rare forms’, the Akademi, 
under the above scheme, organised a Dhrupad Mela at Brindaban 
from 27 October to | November, 1980 under the Directorship of Dr, 
Premlata Sharma. The venue of the Mela was ‘Shri Chaitania 
Prem Sansthan’, The Mela was inaugurated by Pt. Shri Ras 
Bihari Goswamy of Brindaban, ; 


The Mela was divided into two sessions : morning and evening. 
The morning sessions were devoted to performances by young and 
up-coming Dhrupad/Dhamar musicians while the evening sessions 
were for the senior and established Dhrupadias. Along with Dhru- 
pad singers, Been and Pakhwaj players were also invited to perform. 
At the concluding evening session a dance recital based on Dhrupad 
style was also included In all, five morning sessions and six evening 
sessions were devoted to this purpose,

The Akademi documented the entire Dhrupad Mela in the 
shape of tape-recordings, and black and white photographs. Total 
duration of recording is about forty hours while black and white 
photographs are about 221, These now form part of Akademi’s 
Archives. 


Bhakti Sangeet Festival 


As per decision of the Executive Board of Sangeet Natak 
Akademi, it was decided to organise Bhakti Sangeet festivals in diffe- 
rent regions of the country. The stream of Bhakti Sangeet has been 
the main media through which the Bhakti cult has spread its mess- 
age to the people of India in every part of the country. 
The objective in organising such festivals is to bring into prominence 
the various Paramparas of Bhakti Sangeet of the authentic traditi- 
onal artistes and troupes of the region. Organising such festivals 
will also provide opportunity to explore the avenues for the preser- 
vation of various traditional forms of Bhakti Sangeet. 


Keeping in view the above objective the Akademi organised the 
Bhakti Sangeet festival at Somnath in Gujarat from 12 to 17 
January 1981, This was in collaboration with the Gujarat Sangeet 
Nritya Natya Akademi, Gandhi Nagar, the Indian National Theatre 
(Research Centre for the Performing Arts), Bombay and Darpana 
Academy of Performing Arts, Anmedabad. The festival was design- 
ed on a multi-dimensional plane to include (a) performances 
(b) demonstrations and (c) seminars. 


Performances presented were not only by those of the Bhajan 
singers of Santwani, but of the singers of devotional lyrics of other 
paramparas as well such as Haveli Sangeet, Swami Narain param- 
para, etc, The venue of the festival was the historic place of 
Somnath, The festival was divided into three sessions ; morning, 
afiernoon and evening. The morning sessions were devoted to the 
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seminar, the afternoon sessions for demonstrations and discussions 
and the evening setssions for the performances. 


The festival was inaugurated by Shri K. K. Shastri who is an 
acknowledged scholar on the subject. He also conducted the Semi- 
nar, 


The festival presented not only Bhakti Sangeet of Gujarat, but 
also the allied art forms such as Bhavai, Kirtan, Akhyan and Charni 
Sahitya. 


Demonstrations of several traditional musical instruments were also 
given which are almost extinct today. 


The following Bhajan parampara, were presented. : 
1) Shaivik parampara ; 


2) Vaishnavik parampara, comprising (a) Pushti Marg and 
(b) Swami Narain parampara; 


3) Santwani parampara encompassing (a) Maha panth; (b) Nath 
panth and (c) Kabir panth; 


4) Jain sampradaya of Bhajan which was initiated by the 
Bhojaks. 


Several scholars and traditional artistes well conversant with the 
tradition of Bhakti Sangeet read papers and discussed the various as- 
pects of this art form. 


The audience for the festival increased everyday to witness the 
performances. On an average around 7,500 people were present daily; 
at the largest the number crossed the mark of 10,000. Dr. Premlata 
Sharma and Sri Raja Ram Shastri, members, General Council of the 
Akademi, attended the festival as special invitees. 


The Akademi’s documentation team documented the entire festival 
including seminar, demonstrations and performances in shape of tape- 
recordings, photographs and colour slides. 
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Financial Assistance to Institutions 


The Akademi continued to give financial assistance to a number 
of selected institutions working in the fields of music, dance and drama 
during the year 1980-81. The total amount released to such institu- 
tions including the State Akademis by way of grants-in-aid was 
Rs. 8,57,676.25p. Out of this Rs. 6,14,000/- was released under Non- 
Plan and Rs. 2,43,676.25 under Plan schemes. The list of the institutions 
to which grants were given during 1980-81 together with the amounts 
and purposes for which these were sanctioned may be seen at Appen- 
dix IT, 


Apart from the above, a sum of Rs. 27,500/- was sanctioned and 
distributed out of the Discretionary Fund placed at the dirposal of the 
Chairman/Vice Chairman to experts and selected organisations for 
meeting expenditure on specific items as per the list at Appendix III. 


In addition, the Executive Board of the Sangeet Natak Akademi 
approved projects and assignments to 13 institutions and State Aka- 
demis for implementation of various plan schemes expenditure on which 
worked out to Rs. 1,10,500. A sum of Rs. 58,000/- earmarked for 9 
projects was released during the year 1980-81. The list of projects/ 
assignments approved is at Appendix IV. 


Inter-State Exchange of Cultural Troupes 


The Department of Culture. was operating a scheme entitled 
‘Inter-State’ Exchange of Cultural Troupes’ since 1957, The purpose 
of the scheme was to facilitate visits of individual artists and groups of 
one state to other states to give performances at various 
selected centres. The scheme was structured to promote emotional and 
cultural integration in the country. The scheme along with a budget 
provision of Rs. 5,00,900 was transferred to the Akademi last year for 
implementation. 


Under this scheme selected troupes of musicians, dancers & theatre 
artistes visit states other than their own. A programme of visits is chal- 
ked out every year in consultation with representatives of state govern- 
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mens. During the last year, troupes from 16 states visited 19 states 
under this scheme. On these visitsa sum of Rs. 6,00,000 approxi- 
mately was spent out of which Rs. 5,06,900 was released last year and 
the balance is being released during the current financial year, 


From the expenditure incurred and visits exchanged, it is apparent 
that the Akademi has been successful in implementing the scheme des- 
pite the fact that it was the first year of its operation by them. From 
the last year’s experience it is felt that there is tremendous scope for its 
further expansion and many more such visits can be organised. For 
this purpose the Akademi may have to approach the Govt. for inc- 
reased financial allocation. 


Apart from implementation of last years’ programme, a fresh pro- 
gramme of visits for the current year was chalked out ina meeting of 
Liaison Officers held at Madras in February 1981. Minutes of the 
Conference as well as programme recommended for the current year 
have been despatched to the State Governments/Union Territories 
for impJementation, 


Publications 


Publication of literature on music, dance and drama is an impor- 
tant activity of the Akademi. Besides publishing books on_ its own, 
the Akademi helps other organisations and individuals also in bring- 
ing out suitable publications by giving aid on the basis of certain rules 


and principles. 


Applications for grants for publications, which are required to be 
accompanied by a copy of the manuscript, are scrutinised in the first 
instance by the Publication Committee of the Akademi which is a body 
of experts in the field,

The Akademi brings out a quarterly journal on the performing 
arts, “Sangeet Natak’’, Started in 1965, the Journal is now in its 
16th year of publication, Leading scholars and experts contribute 
to it. In the year 1980-81, numbers 52 to 56 of the Journal were 
brought out. The Journal is priced at Rs. 3/- per copy; annual 


subscription being Rs. 10/- (¢ 5.00 for overseas, subscribers). With 
effect from Ist January 1981, however the annual subscription has 


being enhanced to Rs, 15/- ($ 7.50 for overseas subscribers) and price 
of a copy to Rs, 5/-. 


The Akademi also, in addition, published a quarterly News Bul- 
letin which was brought out regularly during the year, 


Documentation & Dissemination 


Documentation and Dissemination unit of the Akademi, as evi- 
dent from its activities listed below, has been most active. 
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During the year 1980-81, the Akademi organised a Dhrupad Mela 
at Brindaban, a Bhakti Sangeet Festival at Somnath, Aribapala 
Festival at Manipur, a festival of Contemporary Puppets and the 
Ramayana festival in Delhi for the Sahitya Akademi, The Docu- 
mentation Unit of the Sangeet Natak Akademi covered all these 
programmes through sound recordings, B & W photographs and 
colour slides; where possible the festivals were also filmed. 


The Annual Award Function of the Akademi and_ the Festival 
that followed it were completely documented in sound recordings, 
B & W photographs and slides. They were also filmed, 


The artistes thus Documented were the Awardees of 1980; famous 
dhrupadias and beenkars. Many singers was also recorded during 
the Bhakti Sangeet festival at Somnath, Gujarat. 


The Akademi also documented some festivals arranged by other

Archives 


In order to complete the technical facilities of archives and for 
better documentation work, the Akademi has imported an Eclair [6 
mm movie camera and colour video cassette recorder (Sony 3/44) 
with cameras to go with these recorders besides an editing and 
mixing unit, The video equipment is being put up to use shortly. 
For all these important and sophisticated electronic equipment, the 
Akademi has spent Rs. 13,55,577/- which includes a custom duty of 
Rs. 8,22,971/-- , 


Copies of folk and classical music of Pakistan were received 
from Radio Pakistan; copies of some western music were also received 
from National Institute of Design, Ahmedabad, These have been 
added to the sound recording collection in Akademi’s Archives, 


During this one year the Akademi had added to its Archival 
collection, through its documentation work, 248 hours of music, 2276 
black & white photographs, 100) colour slides and 15050 ft. of 
16 mm colour films on the various performing arts, 


Library aud Listening Room 


The Sangeet Natak Akademi Book and Periodicals section continued 
to grow during April 1980 to March 1981. 347 Books in English and 
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other Indian languages were added to the Library during this period. 
‘This includes 22 books received as gifts. A bibliography of books 
on Puppetry available in the Sangeet Natak Akademi Library 
was brought out. A bibliography of new editions of books in English 
on Indian Dance, Drama and Theatre has also been brought out, 


The reading room and cell for scholars has been well used. 1,380 
visitors used the reading room and consulted books and journals. 


The Disc Library continues to be popular with musicians, res- 
earch scholars and lovers of music. During the period April 
1980 to March 1981, 395 Discs of Indian and World music were added 
to the Library. This includes 128 discs received from various Foreign 
Embassies, Unesco and Cultural and Music Organisations of other 


countries, 


The popularity of the listening room is growing. 920 visitors 
visited the listening room and heard music of their choice during this 
period, 


Museum 


|. During the under report, 44 pieces of rare and. traditional 
shadow Puppets of Andhra Style were acquired for the Museum of 
the Akademi, 


2. About 18 museum objects comprising musical instruments, 
masks and puppets were given on loan to institutions for temporary 
exhibitions and displays. 


3. 21 foreign delegations from countries like France, U.S.A., 
Greece, Holland, Japan, Pakistan and Sri Lanka visited the 
museum. A number of individual scholars, musicologists, performers 
and general tourists interested in Performing Arts also visited the 
musuem.

Kathak Kendra—Institute of Kathak 


A constituent unit of the Sangeet Natak Akademi, Kathak Ken- 
dra is one of the leading dance teaching organisations in the country, 
Set-up in 1964, it offers several comprehensive Courses in Kathak 
dance and other allied subjects like Vocal music, Pakhawaj and 
Tabla. The Courses are designed to prepare artistes for high pro- 
fessional standard and maturityin Kathak. The Kathak Kendra 
also maintains a Production Unit, comprising highly trained person- 
nel with a view to enriching the repertoire and technique of Kathak 
dance through experimental work. The Kendra has on its staff, 
teachers of great eminence in various disciplines in which training is 
imparted, 


The Kendra’s contribution, over the years, as also in the period 
under review, is mainly to be seen in terms of students trained in 
the past, those being trained, and the number engaged in artistic 
pursuits in various capacities, As a service organisation in the field 
of art education, its basic functions as well as contributions must also 
be envaluated in terms of the quality and range of services offered 
and the spread-effect thereof. 


Management and Administrative Set-up 


The management of the Kendra vest in the Executive Board of 
the Sangeet Natak Akademi, which is assisted hy an Advisory Com- 
mittee responsible for all Policy matters relating inte-alia to main- 
tenance of standards in training of students and formulation of pro- 
grammes, schemes and projects for the Kendra.

During the period under report, the question of staffing the Ken- 
dra and the long term prespective emerging in terms of manpower 
planning, has received detailed study. Areas have been identified 
and proposals formulated for rectifying some of the present imbala- 
neces, Which have led to bottlenecks and short falls in the academic 
and administrative output, It is felt that the current budget outlay 
of about Rs. 9 Lakhs, calls for an adequate man-power and an outlay 
of an order different from what is available today. Detailed pro- 
posals in this regard have been submitted to the Sangeet Natak Aka- 
demi and it is hoped, that, with necessary inputsin technical and 
administrative personnel in the coming years, the Kendra will be in 
a position to realise the full scope of its training programme target 
as envisaged in its curriculum, 


Training & Students Strength 
Teaching Faculty 


The teaching faculty comprises besides two eminent Gurus, name- 
ly Shri Birju Maharaj and Shri Kundan Lal Gangani, 2 experienced 
Kathak teachers, a Pakhawaj teacher and a separate teacher each 
for Tabla, Music and Yoga. 


The Kendra’s training programme, as a whole, has a wide 
sweep. Spread over a period of ten years, the various Courses offer- 
ed can take a student through an elementary foundation course (for 
school-going non-professional students) to the highest level of profes- 
sional training, The Kendra’s curriculum lays a pointed stress on 
the basic training, which helps to prepare a student for a professional 
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career in dance -a training which also provides the proper founda- 
tion for students’ growth along larger creative lines. The training 
programme in higher classes is generously supported by scholarship 
provided by the Central & State Governments and semi-government 
agencies including the Kendra. It awards every year eight dance 
scholarships of Rs, 350/- per month to selected students - five in Dip- 
ma and three in Specialisation Course. Six Free-Studentship for 
deserving students-three each in Diploma and the Elementary Courses 
are also available, Through the Scholarship scheme, necessary im- 
petus is given to children of professional hereditary families of musi- 
cians and dancers to continue in the profession. Over the years, the 
Kathak Kendra has turned out several dancers of the highest profes- 
sional excellence whose contribution to the contemporary Kathak 
scene is widely known and recognised. 


In March [981, the Kendra had 83 students on its roll ; 13 in the 
Three-Year Diploma Course, 6 in the Specialisation, 2 in the Special 
Course, [4 in the Short Term Course, 43 in the Elementary Course, 
4in the Pakhawaj Course and ] in Thumri Course. There were 7 
foreign students ; 2 each from France, U.K. and China and ] from 
Canada, 


There were 69 new admissions during the year of which seven 
were awarded Kendra's scholarships and 4 others were recipients 
of Government scholarships under its Cultural Scholarship Scheme; 
4 deserving students were awarded Free-Studentship. 


During the academic year 1980-81, seven students successfully 
completed the Diploma Course. 


Yoga Course 


Yoga classes were introduced on an experimental basis in 1976-77. 
Much benefit was derived from this course by students, A regular 
Yoga Education Course is now a part of compulsory training con- 
ducted by Pandit Shambu Nath, a senior certified teacher of Yoga 
from the Yoga Institute of Bombay. 
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Production Unit 


The Production Unit, headed by Guru Birju Maharaj maintains, 
a permanent Repertory of dance-drama and other choreographic 
works in Kathak. A small group of musicians is attached to the 
Unit. It accepts professional engagements and often travels within 
and outside the country. Participation by students in its activities 
is encouraged for acquiring knowledge and experience in ensemble 
work and choreography. Its basic character and function is, however 
experimental, aimed at enlarging the scope and repertory of Kathak 
dance style. It is a matter of pride that almost all dancers profes- 
sionally engaged in the Unit were, at one time, students of the 
Kendra. 


Housing and Accommodation 


The Kathak Kendra is housed in the Bahawalpur House. It also 
runs a Hostal which is located in the same premises. 


The inadequacy of accomodation continued to he felt in all activi- 
ties of the Kendra. The question of finding adequate accommodation 
continues to engage the attention of the Kendra, <A proposal is under 
study with the CPWD and the Department of Culture for construction 
of a temporary structure in the present premises. 


Facilities Added 


During the period under review attempts were made to meet 
some of the inadequacies of physical and other facilities which greatly 
impinged on the efficient functioning of the Kendra. A number of 
physical facilities were added to Class Rooms, Costume Department 
and the Kendra’s Hostel. Storage Capacity badly needed for the 
costume-department was augmented and the physical environs were 
generally made more conducive for efficient functioning. 


Studio Theatre 


During the period under report, the one and only large class-room 
available in the Kendra was converted into a small studio-theatre by 
improvising a stage, lights and sound system for the purpose of segular 
performances by students of the Kendra,

Award of Public Performances 


As part of a new scheme launched during the year for projecting 
the quality of training being imparted in the Kendra, and to high- 
lighting the achievements of our students as dancers, a number of 
students were awarded public performances. It was felt that young 
students not only needed to be brought out from the confining atmos- 
phere of the classroom but also needed, for their career-advancement, 
larger acceptance as performers in professional quarters. Two such 
programmes titled “‘The 5-Soloists” and “‘An Evening of Kathak 
Dance”, basically designed to help students grow and attain maturity 
as stage-performers, were held at Kamani Auditorium on October 22 
and December 27, 1980. It featured in all 11 students in solo perfor- 
mances, drawn from different classes-from Elementary to the highest 
level of Specialisation. Members of the Production Unit also parti- 
cipated in these programmes. 


The programmes highlighted the work both in the class-room 
and in the Production Unit and were warmly received by capacity 
audiences and generated a great deal of enthusiasm and friendly com- 
petition among the staff and students of the Kendra. It was for the 
first time that the students of the Kendra were exposed in a pro- 
fessional way to the public gaze. The dividends it fetched in terms of 
public recognition of high quality of training and achievements of 
our young students were highly satisfying, The programme of award- 
ing public and chamber-like performances to our students, is being 
turned into a permanent feature of the training. 


Maharaj Bindadin Kathak Mahotsava-1981 


As part of its annual programme, Kathak Kendra presented a 
major four-day nation-wide Festival (Feb. 6-9, 1981 at Fine Arts 
Theatre) in memory of Maharaj Bindadin (1836-1917) — an artist 
whose overwhelming contribution to the art of Kathak and to the 
larger cultural traditions of the country is universally recognised and 


respected. 


This was the most ambitions of the Festivals held in the series, 
both, for its bold artistic approach, and magnitude. The Festival 
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put on board as many as eighty dancers and musicians drawn from 
different parts of the country. The repertoire was selected to capture 
the multifaceted Kathak scene at the national level. It brought within 
the span of four-days, Kathak both traditional and contemporary-its 
well-known masters in the orthodox tradition, their young and outstand- 
ing disciples, the emerging second-line soloists and new choreographic 
works in Kathak. The occasion could not perhaps be celebrated more 
expressively, or more convincingly than by bringing together on a 
common platform the best that Kathak has to offer today. 


Most of the major Masters in Kathak today, viz. Birju Maharaj, 
Sitara Devi, Damayanti Joshi, Rohini Bhate, Durga Lal, Kumudini 
Lakhia, Uma Sharma, Urmila Nagar, Shovana Narain, Ram Mohan, 
Krishna Mohan, Geetanjali Lal, Bharati Gupta and Saswati Sen and 
a fairly large number of young students of the Kendra and other insti- 
tutions also participated in the festival. 


The Festival attracted wide and spontaneous response from 
Kathak artistes and organisations throughout the country. The 
Festival, broad-based and catholic in its approach, and perhaps the 
largest of its kind, significantly contributed to the growth of homogeni- 
ety and synthesis in the field of Kathak. The festival was designed 
to help this process both by demonstration and application. 


By inviting to its programmes, artists engaged in arts closely re- 
lated to Kathak and its larger traditions in villages, towns and in 
temples, the Festival sought to demonstrate that Kathak is not merely 
a dance form but a national heritage to be proud of. Haveli Sangeet, 
Pakhawaj Mandal and Kathavachan were such other forms which 
found a place in the Festival. The burgeoning contemporaty Kathak 
scene and its bold attempts to explore new avenues of creative expres- 
sion, along with attempts that seck to re-interpret and to put to crea- 
tive use the traditional lore, also found a place in the Festival. 


A major artistic achievement of the festival was the presentation 
of two bold experimental works hailed by one dance critic as represen- 
ting a leap across centuries. The two numbers ‘Laya Parikrama’ by 
the Production Unit of the Kendra and ‘Atah Kim’ by the artistes of

Kadamb, Ahmedabad, made a total departure from the usual dance- 
dramas scen in Kathak style. 


Floli celebrated 


On the occasion of the Holi Festival, the Kendra once again sta- 
ged its popular dance-drama, Hori Dhoom Macho Ri, in three public 
shows on March 17, 18 & 19 m the open air lawns of Bahawalpur 
House. The dance-drama which celebrates the Holi in dance and mu- 
sic and draws upon the folk and religious lore associated with the fes- 
tival, is choreographed by Shri Birju Maharaj. The occasion provided 
yet another opportunity to a large number of young students of all ages 
to gain Stage experience and is now part of the training programme. 
The performances as usual, proved highly popular and were largely 
attended,

Unit, and Shri Govinda Prasad Chakraborty, the Tabla Player, were 
loaned to Indian Council for Cultural Relations for teaching assign- 
ments abroad in Trinidad and Tobago and British Guyana respectively. 
The services of Shri M.L. Shukla, Kendra'’s dance teacher, were loaned 
to Shri Ram Bharativa Kala Kendra as guest choreographer for a ma- 
jor production of dance-drama, Shan-e-Mughal, premiered in Delhi on 
16th March 1981. Shri Shukla was responsible for choreography with 
Music by Ustad Amjad Ali Khan. Two of Kendra’s students, Kumari 
Seema Sharma lent voice for a L.P. record of the music and Kumari 
Neera Batra was featured in important roles in the dance-drama. 


Among the Short-Term students of foreign origin, the Kendra _re- 
ceived, for training in Pakhawaj, a Japanese student Toshi Tsuchitori, 
percussionist in Peter Brook’s Theatre in Paris.

Work shop 


Under Kendra's programme of inviting distinguished artistes to 
conduct intensive workshops (particularly in artistic areas where ad- 
quate teaching arrangements are not available within the Kendra), Us- 
tad Yunus Hussain Khan of the Agra Gharana, currently teaching at 
Shantiniketan, was invited to conduct a three-week Workshop between 
November 24 and December 15, 1980. The scope of the workshop was 
basically oriented to achieving practical results in terms of exploring 
and enlarging musical bis? of Kathak dance, The Ustad was assigned 
to work with each of the three senior dance classes with a view to adap- 
ting at least one of the several musical forms (Tirvat, Khayal, Dhrapad, 
Hori etc.) for new choreography works in Kathak. The Ustad and 
participants both were highly gratified with the results. Some of the 
work donc in the workshop was later presented in the Bindadin Kathak 


Mahotsava, 1981 and in other programmes. 
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Collection of Material on Kathak 


At the instance of the Kendra, recordings of folk music of Rajas- 
than (Maganiars) and Haveli Sangeet (musicians attached to Srinathji 
temple at Nathdwara) were made, in the Sangeet Natak Akademi. 
Copies thereof are being acquired. 


A comprehensive photo-coverage of the Bindadin Kathak Maho- 
tsava 1981 now forms part of the Collection of the Kendra, which in- 
cludes dance photographs of almost all the leading Kathak dancers of 
the country. 


An hour and half long recording of rare compositions of Hindus- 
tani Music by Ustad Yunus Hussain Khan of the Agra Gharana was 
made. The compositions were chosen with a view to incorporating 
them into the Kathak repertoire. 


In an effort to collect literature on Kathak, a number of articles 
were duplicated to serve as reading material for students, 


A number of new books were added to the Library of the 
Kendra.
